This offense includes not only 
kidnapping and abduction, but hostage taking as 
well. This category is intended to capture infor-
mation on only the persons actually kidnapped or 
abducted, not those persons or organizations pay-
ing ransoms.  Therefore, for each offense of kid-
napping, the victims are only the persons taken or 
detained against their will.
